We returned to New York on the 30th 
August, with nine praying souls out of twelve; many of 
whom, when they left New York, instead of praying to 
God for the forgiveness of their sins, were calling on him to 
damn their souls. I never, in all my life before, experien- 
VEU SUCH A berry voyage; all Was love and contentment— 
all ship duty done faithfully, and with much activity. It 
uppeared as though Jesus was continually with us in our 
meetings. Ido not believe that I was ever more interest- 
ec in any meeting than in thuse we had on board of our 
ve ssel. We were almost a liule heaven on the water.— 
Several of those that got religion had neglected their pa- 
rents and friends for a long time, but now felt very anxious 
to return to them; and I believe they did return, like the 
prodigal son to his father’s house.
